To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  for  the  year  1968.  This  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  as  set  out  in  his  circular  No.  1/69. 

The  year  1968  proved  to  be  an  eventful  year  so  far  as  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  concerned. 

In  the  sphere  of  infectious  diseases  legislation  was  passed  which 
consolidated  all  previous  Regulations  relating  to  the  notification 
and  prevention  of  infectious  disease  except  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925.  In  addition  to 
the  alterations  to  the  defined  notifiable  diseases  the  powers  of  a 
local  authority  to  require  a  person  to  stop  work  in  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection  were  extended  to  permit  action  in  cases  of 
food  poisoning,  and  the  powers  of  a  medical  officer  of  health  to 
vaccinate  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  smallpox  were  extended 
to  other  diseases,  e.g.  poliomyelitis. 

Two  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  under 
review  require  comment. 

Firstly  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  appeared  on  a  farm  in  the 
Uttoxeter  Rural  district  in  November,  1967,  to  be  followed  by  eight 
outbreaks  on  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  Uttoxeter.  These  were  part 
of  a  national  epidemic  of  the  disease  which  ravaged  farms  up  and 
down  the  country  and  raged  throughout  the  winter  of  1967  and  the 
spring  of  1968.  The  repercussions  in  the  Urban  district  were 
mainly  economic  affecting  the  cattle  market,  which  was  closed 
during  the  outbreak,  and  shopkeepers,  who  suffered  from  the 
restricted  movements  of  the  farming  community. 

Secondly  a  number  of  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  occurred  in 
the  autumn  of  1968.  This  disease  became  notifiable  in  June,  1968, 
and  21  cases  were  notified  up  to  the  31st  December,  1968.  Cases 
continued  to  occur  up  to  April,  1969,  so  a  more  detailed  report  on 
the  outbreak  will  be  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  current 
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year.  Throughout  the  epidemic  there  was  an  increased  incidence 
of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  in  Uttoxeter  and  it  was  apparent  that, 
as  is  to  be  expected  in  such  an  outbreak,  subclinical  cases  were 
numerous  and  patients  in  a  highly  infectious  state  very  often  were 
not  jaundiced  and  therefore  showed  no  visible  evidence  of  the 
disease.  In  general  the  behaviour  of  the  outbreak  confirmed  the 
general  opinion  of  observers  of  this  disease  that  abnormal  liver 
function  resulting  in  jaundice  seems  to  be  an  infrequent  complica¬ 
tion  of  a  rather  common  virus  to  which  children  and  adolescents 
are  particularly  susceptible.  Since  infective  hepatitis  can  be 
spread  by  intestinal  contamination  the  outbreak  re-emphasised  the 
need  for  strict  observance  of  the  rules  of  hygiene. 

Two  case  contacts  involved  in  food  handling  were  excluded 
from  work  while  feeling  unwell  and  thereafter  kept  under  surveil¬ 
lance.  Compensation  was  paid  by  the  Council  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations. 

So  far  as  one  can  judge  from  the  statistics  for  any  one  year  in  a 
small  district,  1968  was  a  reasonably  good  year  for  Uttoxeter.  The 
total  number  of  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
was  5,  one  less  than  the  previous  year,  but  the  distribution  of  these 
deaths  was  somewhat  different  in  that  only  one  stillbirth  occurred 
in  1968  (compared  with  5  in  1967)  but  4  babies  died  in  their  first 
year  (one  in  1967).  This  gave  a  lower  stillbirth  rate  but  a  higher 
infant  death  rate  than  the  previous  year. 

The  stillbirth  was  a  very  premature  baby  as  was  one  of  the 
infants  who  died  when  only  a  day  old.  Of  the  other  four  infant 
deaths  two  children  had  congenital  abnormalities. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  15.2  in  1968  was  lower  than  that  for  1967, 
and  the  Death  Rate  of  12.67  somewhat  higher,  but  in  spite  of  this 
the  mid-year  Registrar  General’s  Estimate  of  the  Resident  Popu¬ 
lation  of  Uttoxeter  reached  the  9,000  mark  for  the  first  time. 

Analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  that  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease,  cerebro- 
vascular  disease  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  were  9  deaths  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with  6  in  1967  and  2  in  1966;  these 
figures  tell  their  own  story  and  require  no  further  comment. 

Reference  must  be  made  to  the  fact  that  in  April,  1968,  your 
Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the  South  Staffs.  Waterworks 
Company.  Water  samples  will  continue  to  be  taken  by  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  these  results  will  be  given,  as  they  are 
on  this  occasion,  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Report. 

Details  regarding  the  environmental  services  are  included  in 
the  body  of  this  report  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  my  fellow  officials 
for  the  information  they  have  supplied  for  this  report  and  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year. 
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My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Ward,  and  his  deputy  Mr. 
Nutter  for  their  loyalty  and  support  during  a  difficult  year  when  the 
Department  has  been  one  short  of  the  establishment  in  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate.  This  has  put  a  considerable  extra  burden  on 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Deputy  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  the  routine  work  which  increases  every  year. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expres¬ 
sing  my  appreciation  of  the  clerical  staff,  Miss  Hodgkins  and  Miss 
Wood,  without  whose  efforts  a  lot  of  the  work  in  the  Department 
would  grind  to  a  halt.

The  Urban  District  of  Uttoxeter  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
rural  Staffordshire.  It  is  not  surprising,  theref  re,  that  it  possesses 
a  thriving  cattle  and  produce  market  which  draws  patronage  from  a 
wide  area  and  brings  considerable  trade  to  the  town.  The  number 
of  animals  passing  through  the  cattle  market  has  increased  very 
considerably  in  the  post  war  years,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  most 
important  cattle  markets  in  the  Midlands. 

In  1951  the  Council  promoted  a  local  Act  to  enable  them  to 
acquire  the  Uttoxeter  Racecourse  which  had  become  derelict 
consequent  upon  its  requisition  during  the  war  years.  National 
Hunt  racing  was  recommended,  and  this  pleasantly  situated  course 
is  now  very  well  supported.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  majority  of 
racecourses  have  been  having  financial  difficulties  the  support 
which  the  Uttoxeter  course  attracts  has  proved  to  be  of  considerable 
financial  benefit  to  the  Uttoxeter  ratepayers. 

Uttoxeter  is  also  an  educational  centre.  Its  school  population 
numbers  approximately  2,300,  and  pupils  travel  to  Alleyne’s 
Grammar  School  from  as  far  afield  as  Cheadle,  Blythe  Bridge  and 
Tutbury.  The  children  enjoy  the  facilities  available  at  the  open-air 
heated  swimming  pool  provided  by  the  Council  and  opened  in  1963. 
The  pool,  with  a  diving  pool  and  a  children’s  pool  adjacent,  has 
also  proved  to  be  a  great  attraction  to  visitors. 

Uttoxeter’s  main  industries  are  an  agricultural  machinery 
works  and  a  biscuit  factory.  A  manufacturing  dairy  and  a  corset 
factory  also  provide  employment. 

In  recent  years  the  Council  has  acquired  and  serviced  a  site 
extending  to  approximately  26  acres  for  additional  industry  in  the 
area.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Laboratory  Facilities 

This  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Stafford  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  and  specimens  submitted  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
examined  and  reported  on.  An  advisory  service  is  also  available 
in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  such  as  food 
poisoning,  and  on  these  occasions  the  helpful  advice  of  the  Director 
is  much  appreciated. 

Ambulance  Service 

A  24  hour  Ambulance  Station  is  maintained  in  Uttoxeter  by 
the  Staffordshire  County  Council;  this  has  been  under  radio  control 
since  1956.  The  Station  is  manned  by  a  personnel  of  25. 


Nursing  Services 

In  your  district  there  are  two  full-time  district  nurses,  two 
district  nurse/midwives,  one  of  whom  also  serves  the  adjacent 
parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  two  health  visitors  both  of  whom  are 
also  responsible  for  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  and  one  part-time 
clinic  nurse. 

Clinics 

During  1968  a  school  clinic,  an  infant  welfare  centre,  a  cervical 
cytology  clinic,  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  and  ancillary 
services  in  connection  with  the  school  health  service  were  provided 
at  Heath  House  Clinic,  Uttoxeter,  by  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council. 

Chiropody  Service 

This  service,  which  was  first  made  available  to  old  age  pen¬ 
sioners,  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers,  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  in  1962  continued  to  operate  through¬ 
out  1968,  treatment  being  domiciliary  or  at  Heath  House  Clinic 
according  to  need.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  financial 
restrictions  necessitated  a  curtailment  of  the  service. 


Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  under 
permissive  powers  deriving  from  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1948.  In  your  district  23  part-time  Helps  were 
employed  and  65  cases  were  attended  during  1968.

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District,  and 
as  in  previous  years  the  arrangements  in  this  connection  are  as 
follows  :

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  COUNCIL 

EMPLOYEES 

In  February,  1966  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  of  selective 
medical  examination  for  superannuation  and  sick  pay  purposes. 
The  modification  has  operated  successfully  in  other  authorities 
where  it  has  been  introduced,  and  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of  time 
and  medical  fees. 

The  basis  of  the  examination  is  a  very  detailed  questionnaire 
which  incorporates  permission  to  consult  the  applicant’s  general 
practitioner  or  consultant  if  a  previous  history  of  illness  is  given. 
The  answers  are  then  assessed  and  if  necessary  a  medical  examina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out.  If  the  applicant  has  not  been  X-rayed  recently 
an  appointment  is  given  for  the  Chest  Radiology  Unit  which  visits 
the  Wilfred  House,  Carter  Street,  Uttoxeter,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  every  month. 

Six  medical  questionnaires  were  completed  during  1968,  of 
these  3  were  for  combined  posts  with  both  Uttoxeter  Urban  and 
Rural  District  Councils. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

As  from  the  15th  June,  1968,  Infective  Jaundice  became  a 
notifiable  disease  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice) 
Regulations,  1968. 

On  the  1st  October,  1968,  the  Public  Health  (Infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  came  into  force  making  the  following 
alterations  to  the  defined  notifiable  infectious  diseases  : 

(i)  Acute  Pneumonia,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
Acute  Rheumatism  are  no  longer  to  be  notified. 

(ii)  Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever  require  for  the  first  time  to  be 
notified. 

It  will  be  appreciated  therefore  that  the  following  tables  will 
not  give  the  complete  picture  with  regard  to  the  incidence  of  the 
diseases  required  to  be  notified  for  the  first  time  during  1968  or 
those  for  which  notification  was  no  longer  necessary  after  October 
1st,  1968.

QUARTERLY  RETURNS  OF  CERTAIN  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  FOR  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  FOR  1968 

PROVED  CASES 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  under  review  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified  and  no  deaths  occurred  due  to  this  disease. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  has  declined  markedly  over  the 
years.  The  average  number  of  notifications  annually  for  Stafford¬ 
shire  for  the  1958-1962  period  was  39  compared  with  27  for  the 
year  1963.  The  figures  for  your  district  over  the  past  20  years  are 
given  in  the  following  table.

With  regard  to  BCG  vaccination  in  schools  this  service  is 
offered  to  all  children  in  the  first  year  of  the  senior  school.  It  is  a 
pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out,  for  it  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  strong  positive 
reaction  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
order  of  3.50  per  1,000  may  be  expected  in  the  next  2.|  years. 
These  strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision  and  this  is  usually 
arranged  with  the  chest  physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts. 

For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient 
to  arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 

The  Chest  Radiology  Service  is  available  to  inhabitants  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  on  the  2nd  Tuesday  of  each 
month  when  the  van  is  sited  at  Wilfred  House,  Carter  Street, 
Uttoxeter. 

An  X-ray  is  of  course  part  of  the  medical  examination  for  all 
Council  employees. 
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PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


As  you  are  aware  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  authority  throughout  the  County  with  regard  to  im¬ 
munisation  and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary 
to  include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups,  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office  were  protected  against  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  under  review. 

In  April,  1968,  the  Ministry  of  Health  made  available  measles 
vaccination  for  the  immunisation  of  all  susceptible  children  up  to 
the  age  of  15  years.  Previously  this  had  been  offered  only  to 
pre-school  children  in  certain  groups  where  it  was  considered  more 
dangerous  for  them  to  develop  measles  than  the  ordinary  child, 
e.g.  children  with  chronic  disease  of  heart  or  lungs. 

The  extension  of  the  measles  vaccination  scheme  was  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  who  also  reviewed  the  complete 
schedule  of  immunisations  and  advised  certain  alterations  in  order 
to  obtain  an  optimum  immunological  response. 

The  revised  schedule  which  was  adopted  by  Staffordshire 
County  Council  in  October,  1968,  is  as  follows  :

Collected  into  a  main  gauging  chamber  and  from  thence  by 
gravity  into  the  town.

(iii)  Crumpwood 

Series  of  chambered  springs  known  as  the  Wood  Springs 
about  six  miles  north  of  Uttoxeter  on  the  north  side  of  the 
River  Churnet  by  Crumpwood  Weir. 

The  water  issues  through  fissures  in  the  rock  which  is  bunter 
sandstone  occurring  near  the  surface  at  this  point,  and 
covered  in  the  immediate  vicinity  by  clay  and  alluvial 
deposit.  The  Springs  lie  at  the  foot  of  the  steep  wooded 
slope  at  the  north  side  of  the  valley,  which  is  here  largely 
covered  with  sand  and  gravel.  The  water  flows  by  gravity 
to  the  pumpwell  about  200  yards  away. 

The  total  minimum  yield  is  approximately  360,000  g.p.d. 

(iv)  Hulme  Spring  Boreholes 

Two  100  ft.  deep  12  in.  diameter  boreholes  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  at  Hulme  Springs  together  with  a  9  in.  diameter  main 
to  deliver  the  water  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  Crumpwood. 
The  minimum  yield  is  400,000  g.p.d. 

Quality 

Samples  of  chlorinated  water  have  at  all  times  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

With  regard  to  raw  water  samples,  the  supply  from  Somersal, 
which  is  in  Derbyshire,  continued  to  be  unsatisfactory.  It  was 
agreed,  however,  to  leave  the  matter  in  abeyance  until  the  water 
undertaking  passed  to  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany.  This  took  place  on  the  1st  April,  1968.

Six  samples  were  submitted  to  determine  the  lead  content, 
three  of  the  samples  had  been  in  contact  with  lead  for  8  hours  or 
more,  the  other  three  had  not  been  in  contact  with  lead  for  any  ap¬ 
preciable  time. 

The  results  showed  a  maximum  lead  content  of  0.07  parts  per 
million  after  8  hours  contact  with  lead  pipes.  Other  samples 
varied  from  no  lead  content  to  0.05  parts  per  million. 


A  further  thirty  dwelling  houses  were  built  in  the  Urban 
district  during  the  year  under  review.  This  brought  the  total  to 
3,007  by  the  31st  December,  1968.  All  but  six  of  these  were 
supplied  with  mains  water  into  the  houses,  none  being  supplied  by 
standpipe. 


OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  POOL 

This  Council  own  and  operate  an  open  air  heated  swimming 
pool  with  divers’  pool  and  a  paddling  pool  adjacent.  The  pro¬ 
vision  of  separate  pools  for  the  various  swimming  activities  follows 
modern  practice  and  obviates  the  dangers  both  for  divers  and 
swimmers  in  a  multi-purpose  pool. 

The  three  pools  are  each  built  in  reinforced  concrete.  The 
main  swimming  pool  is  110  feet  long  by  50  feet  wide  varying  in 
depth  from  3  to  6  feet. 

The  diving  pool  is  40  feet  by  40  feet  and  12  feet  6  inches  deep. 
The  children’s  pool  is  kidney  shaped  having  a  greatest  length  of 
64  feet  and  a  depth  of  approximately  15  inches. 

Water  in  the  three  pools  is  filtered  through  a  battery  of  diato- 
maceous  earth  filters,  the  whole  of  the  water  in  the  diving  and  main 
pool  being  filtered  in  eight  hours  whilst  the  water  in  the  children’s 
pool  is  ‘turned  over’  every  six  hours.  After  passing  through  the 
filters  the  water  is  heated  by  two  calorifiers,  the  heat  being  obtained 
from  a  gas  boiler  having  an  output  of  910,000  B.T.U.’s  per  hour 
and  connected  to  the  public  supply.  Before  passing  to  the  pools 
the  water  is  sterilized  by  the  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  pH  of  the 
water  being  controlled  by  dosing  with  soda  ash. 


SEWAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  main  Urban  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
commenced  in  April  1968  and  in  spite  of  delays  is  now  progressing 
satisfactorily. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  extension  of  foul  and 
surface  water  sewers  in  Byrds  Lane  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence 
this  contract  in  the  Spring  of  1969. 
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HOUSING 


Details  of  progress  regarding  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  is 
included  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report.  The  following 
is  an  account  of  the  position  with  regard  to  housing  applications  in 
the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  during  1968,  for  which  information 
I  am  indebted  to  your  Housing  Manager.

During  the  year  ten  pre-war  properties  and  sixty  post-war 
erected  dwellings  became  vacant  and  were  re-let. 

Eight  properties  occupied  by  Birmingham  families  under  the 
overspill  agreement  were  allocated  to  local  families  when  they 
became  vacant  as  no  replacement  nominations  from  Birmingham 
were  available,  and  one  family  returned  to  Birmingham  to  be 
replaced  by  another  one. 

Twenty-two  transfers  of  tenancy  were  approved,  two  exchanges 
of  accommodation  between  local  families  were  completed,  as  was 
one  between  a  Uttoxeter  family  and  one  from  the  district  of 
Rocester. 
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The  new  building  completion  programme  consisted  of  four 
maisonettes  and  four  bed-sittingroom  dwellings  in  Park  Street,  and 
in  addition  two  cottage  properties  were  added  to  the  register. 

Six  families  were  rehoused  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  The  Housing  Act  1957,  all  the  cottages  concerned  being  closed, 
and  will  not  again  be  re-let. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  making  some  Council 
Houses  available  for  sale  and  five  were  sold  to  existing  families,  one 
of  which  originally  came  to  Uttoxeter  by  way  of  the  overspill 
register. 

The  Council  continued  to  assist  local  and  incoming  local 
industry  by  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  to  employees. 

The  welfare  type  of  accommodation  at  Heath  House  continued 
to  be  in  demand  and  two  of  these  dwellings  became  vacant  during 
the  year.  Increased  interest  in  the  community  centre  has  been 
noted  and  the  residents  are  now  being  entertained  quite  regularly, 
both  at  the  centre  itself  and  by  their  visits  to  other  community 
centres. 

Despite  the  fairly  high  number  of  applicants  who  were  provided 
with  accommodation  during  the  year  and  the  cancellation  of  large 
number  of  others,  at  the  end  of  1968  the  total  number  of  applicants 
showed  a  considerable  increase,  the  total  then  being  202  classified 
as  follows  :

Mr.  ChaifHian,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1968. 

The  vacancy  created  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Wood  leaving  this  Council’s 
employ  in  December  1967  has  not  been  filled  despite  advertisements 
for  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  As  a  result  the  Inspec¬ 
torate  remains  one  short  of  the  establishment. 

Of  necessity  this  year,  work  has  been  concentrated  on  routine 
matters,  and  as  a  result  inspection  work  of  Offices,  Shops  etc.,  has 
not  been  carried  out  as  frequently  as  may  be  desired. 

The  year  will  be  remembered  for  the  serious  and  wide  spread 
outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  and  its  repercussions  on  the 
whole  life  of  this  district. 

Reference  has  previously  been  made  to  the  problem  of  im¬ 
proving  properties  which  might  in  a  few  years  time  become  unfit 
and  legislation  is  shortly  to  be  introduced  to  deal  with  this  national 
problem. 

A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year,  and  credit  is  due  to  the  Council  workers  who  carry  out  this 
often  unpleasant  task  in  all  weathers. 

Once  again  I  would  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done 
by  my  deputy  Mr.  H.  Nutter,  and  also  my  Clerk/Typist  Miss  R. 
Hodgkins.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
Collection 

In  1968  eight  men  were  employed  on  full  time  refuse  collection. 
They  worked  in  two  teams  of  four  men,  each  team  using  a  16/18 
cubic  yard  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle. 

Except  for  Bank  Holiday  periods  a  weekly  collection  was 
maintained  throughout  the  Urban  District. 

Refuse  from  some  narrow  streets,  isolated  houses  and  farms 
was  collected  weekly  by  two  men  using  a  small  Morris  Eagle  dual 
purpose  side  loader.  This  machine  was  also  used  for  trade  waste 
paper  collection  and  served  as  a  useful  “stand  by”  vehicle. 

It  was  reported  that  the  older  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  machine, 
which  was  purchased  in  1958,  had  reached  the  end  of  its  economic 
working  life  and  should  be  replaced. 

Disposal 

All  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  by-pass  tip  where  a  full 
time  tip  attendant  was  employed. 

Due  to  the  increasing  problems  of  satisfactorily  maintaining 
the  tip  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  an  International  3434  Tractor 
Loader  for  use  at  the  tip. 

The  machine  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  aid  in  the  disposal  of 
refuse  and  has  reduced  the  amount  of  nuisance  arising  from  the  tip. 
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Trade  Waste 

The  separate  collection  of  trade  waste  paper  was  continued  and 
when  possible  weekly  collections  were  made.  As  required  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  a  charge  was  made  for  this  service. 
Salvage  of  the  paper  had  previously  been  proved  uneconomic  and 
all  the  paper  collected  was  disposed  of  at  the  tip. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

A  rodent  operative  is  employed  for  duties  in  both  the  Urban 
and  Rural  areas  and  works  under  the  supervision  of  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Throughout  the  district  a  free  service  of  rodent  disinfestation  is 
provided  for  residential  property,  while  the  cost  of  the  work  at 
business  premises  is  rechargeable.  In  six  cases  contracts  have  been 
entered  into  for  disinfestation  work  at  business  premises.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  three  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  area. 
All  three  Slaughterhouses  are  in  old  premises  which  have  been 
altered  and  improved  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regulations  made 
under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act. 

Contraventions  of  the  regulations  have  been  dealt  with  inform¬ 
ally  and  in  the  main  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers  have  kept  the 
premises  in  a  reasonable  condition. 

Regulations  banning  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  came  into  force 
and  all  three  slaughterhouses  were  equipped  with  water  sprays  for 
cleaning  carcases.  Used  intelligently  these  should  result  in  a  more 
hygienic  product  as  the  wiping  cloths  previously  used  served  as  an 
ideal  medium  for  the  transmission  of  bacteria. 

The  serious  foot  and  mouth  disease  outbreak  resulted  in  re¬ 
duction  of  slaughtering  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  and  for  one 
period  of  three  weeks  there  were  no  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Urban  slaughterhouses. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

The  above  legislation  requires  the  licensing  of  persons  to 
slaughter  and  stun  animals  in  slaughterhouses  and  knacker  yards, 
12  licences  were  granted  during  the  year.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND 
DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS,  1966 

Difficulties  were  experienced  in  enforcement  of  the  regulations. 
The  Uttoxeter  produce  market  attracts  a  great  variety  of  food  sellers 
and  one  finds  stalls  for  meat,  fish,  dairy  produce,  bread  and  cakes, 
sweets  as  well  as  many  fruit  and  vegetable  stalls. 

The  greatest  offenders  under  the  regulations  are  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  sellers  and  it  must  be  agreed  that  these  probably  constitute 
the  least  danger  to  public  health. 

It  has,  however,  been  necessary  to  serve  informal  notices  on 
some  stall-holders  selling  meat,  bread  and  cakes  and  dairy  produce, 
and  it  has  become  apparent  that  more  vigorous  enforcement  of  the 
law  might  be  required  if  the  contraventions  continue. 

An  alternative  solution  would  be  the  provision  of  washing 
facilities,  sanitary  accommodation  etc.,  by  the  Council,  as  the 
Markets  Authority,  but  the  limited  space  available  makes  this 
difficult. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

It  was  necessary  to  report  on  the  following  contraventions  of 
the  Act. 

(1)  The  sale  of  a  bottle  of  sterilized  milk  containing  a  stone 
and  other  foreign  material. 

Action  :  Warning  letter  sent  to  the  firm  concerned. 

(2)  The  sale  of  cheese  containing  maggots.  On  investigation 
it  was  found  that  the  cheese,  which  was  a  French  Brie,  had 
been  in  transit  for  an  excessive  length  of  time  and  that 
infestation  at  the  shop  was  unlikely. 

Action  :  In  view  of  the  circumstances  it  was  decided  to 
send  a  warning  letter  to  the  firm  concerned.
